—30, 30 and <0— are closing, the 
maiuigers eald. Those which have 
danco floors, and were here before 
slots were legalised say they'll stay 
In business. 

"Well have a better village than 
wo did before," said one man. 

Garden City was Incorporated 
May 22. I01D, after slot machines 
were outlawed In Boise. At the last 
cewms It had 700 residents. It has 
some 375 slot machines. Most of lis 
trade c&me from Boise. 

What'a going to happen to tho slot 
machines

for them In Nevada," sold ono cp- 
entor. "Quess 111 take them down 
there." 

Ono club— the Ranch club—pulled

or later."

One of the most effective champions In consress of 
the private utilities In the contest between private and 
'public power has announced that he will not seek re- 
election. 

Rep. William E. MUler, R., U. Y., sponsored the bill 
passed by tho house to turn over to five private 
utilities a major power site od the NIsEsra river. This 
was passed by the house 3S3 to 130 with the support 
ot the entire Now York consresslonsl delesatlon ex- 
cept. Rep. Jacob Javlts, New York City. 

This was directly contrary to the aim. of Oov. 
Thomas E. Dewey who wanted the site developed ty 
Uie New York sUte power authority* Dewey, who has 
warned thst If tho aUte does not take It over the fed- 
eral rorcmment certainly will, came to Wsshtnffton 
and behind scenes used all his Influence to set the 
Miller bUl blocked In the senate. Ironically Dewey aavo 
Miller his start is politics. 

In a speech to the Rotary club in Buffalo. Miller 
said, as quoted In the Buffalo Courler-Exprtn, he was 
sick and tried of hearing concrcss complain about be- 
ing; hamstnma; by pressure groups. 

The formers, tho American Legion, tho Catholic 
church, the 010, the chambers ot commerce wUl each 
let you know they don't like what you are doing If 
they dlsapproTo of legislation. Miller was quoted as 
Uylng. 

Friends of the able 30-year-old congressman say he 
felt the need to return- to his private law practice to 
make money. But those who fought him on the power 
laiue Insist It Is opposition to his itond tbot caused 
him to withdraw. 

Labor leaders last August brought Rep. Franklin 
D. lUxAevelt, jr., to speak at a rally at Niagara Falls 
that drew lO.OOO people who heard Miller's poslUon 
denounced. One of these leaders, Anthony Saballne, 
of the CIO, waa later elected to the city council la 
that Republican community. 

Without any publicity the northeoit eleetrle power 
censumera' committee was formed 'Dee. 6 In a mcetlnE 
-t Albany. Present were represcnUtlvo ot the REA 
o-ops. state Farm Bureau federaUons, Uio Fnrni^' 
union. CIO and APL from New York nnd the New 
England states. 

They were told that while Uie area hsd one of Iho 
highest power rfttfs In the country, hydro- electric de- 
velopment by the federal or state Bovcmmcnl or both 
could mean one o^ the lowest rates, Tho groundwork 
was laid for a campnlgn with slgnlflcont political 
tones to get approval for a public project. 

Buch straws in the whid have hod not a little to do 
witlj shaping tho program President Elsenhower will 
seek to get through congress. Extrcrao conservatives 
In his own party, and some of them are key commit- 
tee cholrmen, will find much of It highly distasteful. 
But It embodies what the President and his advisers 
believe to bo esscnthU both for the party and Uio 
country.'

Tho News believes It was as wrong to prevent the 
ACLU from meeUng In the memorial as It was for 
Adjt. Oen. Harold A. Doherty to deny tlie use o 
Indiana national guard armories to the Jehovnh' 
Wllnrues religious sect. 

Both of these groups nre assurcdlj' "controversial; 
But there Is no evidence that .either Is subvcralvc— 
hlch would bo one of the lew good reasons for keep- 
ing a group from assembling In a meeting place built 
with tax money. 

Both the ACLU end the Jehova'h's Witnesses are 
supported by lorge numbers of loyal, decent Amcrl- 
capi/However repugnant some of their beliefs or 
BctlvlUcs moy be to largo numbers o( other loyal, 
decent Americans, they have as much right as the 
Podunk Pigeon society or the American Lesion to 
gother In a public place for which their members 
helped to pay taxes. After all, there are some people 
who hate pigeons. And It cannot bo denied tlint tlio 
Legion Is a ."conlroveralar organization In Hie eyes 
' some cltliens. 

Anyhow, what's wrong with public bulldlnga being 
used by "controverslar groups? Tlie spirit of con- 
troversy Is a part of the spirit of America. This na- 
tion was founded amid rancorous controversies and 
disagreements were thrashed out In public halls. 

Wo believe the war memorial trustees could simplify 
their problems by ceaaliig to worrj' nbout whether this 
or that organisation Is "controversial" and making 
the structure available, ns far as Is practleoblc and 
ICKal. to any responsible, law-abiding group of clllrens.

That is the figure the Republicans 
hare been trylnr to eliminate this 
year. They were confldeni they could 
do IL But when they came to grips 
with the figures and problems in- 
volved, Mr. Elsenhower and his ad- 
vlsen admitted themselves Ucked. 

Moreover, they conceded now that 
It Is not likely that the budget will 
bo In balance IS months hence at 
the end of fiscal IDSS, even though 
spending la that period wlU be di- 
rected an aU -Elsenhower budge L 
Tho current budget merely li a revi- 
sion of the basic spending program 
submitted to congress by Mr. Tni' 
ion last January. 

But much progresa has been made 
since the earlier months when the 
new Bepubllcaa administration wu 
spending at a rate equal to that of 
the departed Democrats.

Alger Hiss - Whlttakcr Chambers 
clash Jolted the American people 
Into a c h illing awareness of Soviet 
spy ring!

The dash began Aug. 3, IMS, when 
Chombera told the house un-Amer- 
ican activities committee Hiss and 
several other former government 
officials had been members o( an 
"elite- communist underground cell 
In the government from IflM unlU 
1037. 

(HUs, suave and boyish -looking, 
was president of the Carnegie 
Foundation for International Peace. 
He had been high hi tho councils ot 
the state department; was an ad- 
viser to the late President Rnoscvclt 
at Yalta, and was at former Presi- 
dent Truman's elbow at the San 
Francisco United Nations chnner 
conference.) 

Two days Inter Hiss went before 
the committee. He categorically 
denied Chambers' charge. 

He said, la fact, he had never 
even known Chambers, an admitted 
former communist spy courier and 
then senior editor of Tlmo magazine. 

But on Aug. IT, In a room in the 
Commodore hotel In New York, the 
'house committee brought Hiss nnd 
Chambers together face - to - fnce. 
<Thls preceded the public confron- 
tation In Washington.) Alter exam- 
ining Chambcis' ticth. ' Hlss con- 
ceded that he knew Chambers In the 
1030's as a free lance writer by the 
name of Oeorge CroSley. 

Hiss steadfastly clung to his denial 
of Cliambers' charge that ho was 
once o communist. He challcnited 
Chambers to repeat his accusation 
outside a congressional committee 
hearing where he would not be Im- 
mune from being sued for what he 
said. 

Chambers accepted the challcngt 
On a radio program Aug. 37, Cham- 
bers said "Alger Hiss wos a com- 
munist and may be now."* 

A month later, Hiss sued Cham-

Ironically, this suit proved the 
unmasking of Hiss. Chambers 
summoned to testify at a prc-tnal 
hearing. Unusually sharp question- 
ing of hla wUe by Hiss' lanyers 
nettled Chambers. The next morn- 
ing, ho obtained from bis nephew, 
Nathan Levlne, n pile of documents, 
rolcrofUms and memo rands -material 
received by Chambers during -his 
underground days In the Communist 
party and hidden in an unused 
dumbwaiter shaft In Levlne's ho: 
In Brooklyn for 10 years. Four _. 
the memos were in Hiss' hand- 
UTltlng. 

On Nor. 17, Chambers again ap- 
peared In the office of Hiss' Balti- 
more attorney for a pre-trial exam- 
ination. Asked if he bad any docu- 
mentary . proof of his charges 
against Hiss, Chambers placed into 
the record *7 government docu- 
ments and tho Jinnd- writ ten memos. 

Attorneys for both sides quickly 
reallied that the cose had gone 
beyond n mere slander suit. Justice 
department attorneys were celled to 
take custody of the docimients and 
ro'open an Investigation of tho case. 
A federal grand Jury In New York, 
which hnd been studying espionage 
for a ;enr and a halt, was orderM 
reconvened. 

Before the grand Jury could meet, 
the house- committee demanded that 
Clinmbcm produce all other docu- 
ments, In hla possession. 

On a cold night In early Deccmbtr. 
Chombcrs led committee., invcstlga: 
tors to his farm In nearby Marj'Innd, 
There In a hollawed-out pumpkin, 
the Investigators found microfilmed 
documents. These nnd the ones 
produced earlier In Boltlmore were 
duhbcd "the pumpkin papen." 
Chambers Inter explained that he 
had placed the microfilms In tho 
pumpkin for safekeeping. 

The house commlttco promptly 
reopened Ita hearings.

They deserve an 
appreciative, undentanding audi- 
ence and, perhapa, that Is where the 
teacher of English con do the most, 
effective work. She can stress the 
beauty of tho lines, the quality of 
the story. So let us encoumga these 
neophytes, accept their rhymes, for 
working at them will certainly Im-

Pope Calls on

Pope Plus XII Issued an appeal tor 
European unity today as the spirit- 
ual and moral key to world peace. 

In a strongly phrased fl, 000 -word 
Christmas tntisaBO nnpicccdented In 
his 14-yesr reign, the Pontiff warned 
the leaders Of Europe to restore or- 
der In their nations.

He said he made his appeal be- 
cause the peace and order of the 
orld are bound to Europe.

He declared PrciIdenC Elsenhower 
has put the communists "on ths do- 
fenslvs all over the world" for ths 
first Ume. But ha said mlDlona of 
Asians sUll are threatened by red 
"subversion and revolution," If not 
by "errned overt aggression." 

Nixon mods these observations In 
k radlo-teltvlilon report to the na- 
tion on his recent 45,000-mlle tour 
of the tar east a trip he took as tho 
personal goodwill ambouador of the 
President 

In dealing with the red threat to 
Asia, the youthful vice president 
said the "problem U In setting our 
messoEe and the mcisage of the free 
nations across." So far, he reported, 
this has not been done too success- 
fully. 

'We must recognlu) that there 
ore millions ot. people In this area' 
of the world who honestly believe 
that the United States Is Just as 
great a threat to the peace ot the 
world as Is the Soviet union and 
communist China," he declared. 
"They believe that we may use our 
military power aggressively Just as 
quickly as will the communists." 

Americans, he sold, must create "a 
better understanding of American 
Ideals abroad by practicing and 
thinking tolerance and respect for 
human rlflhta every day ot the year." 

'Every act of racial discrimina- 
tion or prejudice in the United 
States hurts America as much as an 
csp Ionise a sent who turns over a 
reapon to a foreign enemy," he said. 
"Fortunately, under the president 
re are finally settlns the kind of 
leadership which Is bringing to the 
world tho true picture or American 
policy," he said. "In his speeches of 
April 10 and before the United Na- 
tions the President has taken tho 
offensive In the drive for peace. And 
for the first time the communlsta 
on the defensive all over the . 
world." 

Nixon went ahead with his ad- 
dress after deciding it would not be 
necessary tor him to fly Immediate- 
ly to the bedside onils stricken fa- 
ther at Phoenix, Arir, The older. 
Nixon. Francis A. NIxon. 73, 'was 
stricken by a critical stomach hem- 
orrhnse Tuesday nlsht but was re- 
ported Improving today. 



Nixon also said: 
1, Bpeclol Ambassador- Arthur H. 
Dean deserves a vote of confidence 
from the American people for break- 
ing otf tho preliminary talks on a 
Koreon peace conference and final- 
ly calling the communists "on their 
tactics of vllllflcatlon and delay." 

3. The time Is past when we 
should try to reach agreement with 
the communists at tha conference 
table by surrendering to them. We 
are paying th^ price for that kind of 
diplomacy now." This was on obvious 
Jab at the previous Ofmocratle ad- 
ministrations. 

3. He found the sreat masses ot 
Asians "like the people ot America'' 
but "they may be forced to Join with 
our powerful enemies." It is Impor- 
tant to prevent this because If It 
ever happened, "the free y/oili tven- 
tuolly would be forced to Its knees.' 

4. The communists lost their great 
chance to conquer Asia when they 
were stopped In Korea and they now 
know that further aggression " 
likely to meet the some fate.
